We have uJn salisfactoiy evidence to prove 
that Mr. Baldwin owed his defeat In North 
Yoik, In 1851, io his neglect to pay the nece*- 
saiy hornHce lo local a pnlinciao, on the back of 
the elect-cii <f I8IS. The story goes, thai an 
ambitious elector suffered the discomfiture of a 
cold recognition in the minister'a otfice; and 
ili.ii the affrotii tfsn never forgiven. -TheaUgbl- 
eanatri.'t rvlurned to hi* homo brimful 01 Ol'- 

posiiion ; and thereafter devo^e^ bia lime to the 
overthrow of the Itefoim Leader. 

L'Jhe foregoing exlratt we clip from Ihe 
ader of Wednesday, the 17tb iosl., and we 
shall now proceed (o give " aattsfaclofy evi. 
denee" to prove thai lite organ of a section of 
trie Cabinet haj endeavored (o place tbe facts 
of Ibe case iu a wrong light before the public. 
- At ibe commencement of the contest io 
1848, Mr. Baldwin— alonf with Mr. Price- 
visited the Ihen Fourth Uirfing, and remainfd 
all oight at the residence of (lie afore mention- 
ed *• ambitious elector." During the even- 
ing, tbe policy aod course intended lo be pur- 
socd by the gentlrmen above mentioned, pro- 
vided they were elected, wai freely discuwed. 
and every explanation appeared satisfactory. 
Js'ext day Messrs. Cildnia and Price pro- 
ceeded to Sharon ; bul at lb:a latter place it 
was deemed advisable by several leading poli- 

ticiini that lie tforeuamed *• Ambitious elec- 
tor" should accompany them through ihe can- 
vass. He wa\ accordingly seal for, and went 
oter a jjoriiuu of the Hiding wiih them. 
^iraugero say, few people asked questions of 
either of the candidates ; but would at once 
go to the *' ainbiliou* elector," who would an- 
swer their queries in acroidance with tbe views 
expressed and detailed during tbe consultation 
at his own residence — aod thus, to a certain 
extent, became sponsor for tbe viewa, aud 
faithful performance of the duty eotiusled lo 
his favorite candidate. Tbe election passed 
of well, aod Mr. Baldwin was relurned. He 
had, however, promfced to visit Ihe consti- 
tuency after the close of each session of the 
Legislature, hold meetings, and let tbe people 
know what he was doin£. . 

Mailers aud things passed on quietly until 
about Ihe cto?e of Ihe first session of the new 
Parliament, when dissatisfaction began to arise 
on account of the course pursued by the Ad- 
ministration on Ihe Reserve Question. Then 
it was that the aforementioned *• ambitious 
elector" veiled Mr. Baldwin— told him that 
dissatisfaction was arising among the leading 
friends of tbe constituency, and requested bim 

to n'-it the Hiding,— believing that by Ids so 
doing Ihe wound might be healed and all 
made well. Tb? answer relumed was, tlut 
if he (Mr. IV) " was lo ait as a Ueprvae illa- 
tive he must remain unlrammeled — he nerer 
would consent to be dictated to." The *' am- 
bitious elector" replied by slating that lie held 
it lo be ibe bounden duly of a Representative 
lo acl, on all leading questions before, tbe 
country, in accordance wiih the well-known 
wishes of Ins constituents, otherwise he could 
scarcely be considered a Representative of Ihe 
people." Mr* Baldwin again made answer, 
that he would *• never consent to be dictated 
to," and thus the conference terminated. 
Many in this pari of Ibe lading were awfre 
of the interview, and numerous were the ques- 
tions propounded lo the "ambitious elector " 
bul evasive answer were returned ; firM,throu^h 
fear lhal the interest* of the Party might suf- 
fer ; and secondly, in Ibe hope lhal all would 
yet be made right. The summer following, 
:he parlies again met, along wiih Mr. Lafon- 
laine, ihe leader of ibe French portion of Ihe 
Cabinet, on board a steamer crossing Lake 
Oui.uio. The •' ambitious elector" agaio en- 
tered into convention with Mr. Baldwin, and 
after discussing some matters of lillle impor- 
tance the question of Ihe Clergy Reserves, 
was again introduced. Jt thould be borne in 
mind, : that while Mr. Baldwin was canvassing 
Ibe constituency, in adverting lo the Reserve 
Question he would ouly «y •■There is no use 
io my tt»king up the lime of Ihe meeting on 
this question, you ail htoio my sentiments." 
These sentiments Mr. Price had informed 
Ihis "arabitiou* elector," were in favor of 
entire secularization i Bul to return to the 
Steamboat conversation*. Mr. Baldwin said 
" the settlement that had already been mode 
he thought, was the best that could be done ; 
bui.be would introduce Mr. "ambitious elect- 
or" to Mr, Lafonlaine, who would be 6e/rer 
Me to discuss the matter with hirn. On re- 
ferring lo lhal lion, genlh-man, he (Mr. L.) 
said, if they meddled wiih the Reserves in Up. 
per Canada, they would also have to deal with 
Ihe Jesuits Estates in Loner Canada, and he 
really thought they had btlter let both ques- 
tion} remain in aUyance, Thus the matter 

ended. 

Il was this latter conversalioa that changed 
the opinion of the aforementioned '* ambitious 
elector," and not the u . cojil recognition its ibe 
Mioisler'a office." 1 jad bo « returned borne 
briintul of opposition," 41 «Utcd by Kit lead- 
er, il it not likely he would agaio have troubled 
Mr. BaJd nio j, bul on the contrary be bad en 
eerneit desire to.terve (he party, aod «vu de- 
termined fo be governed by prioeipte tod nol 
guided by tbe mere whim of parly cry for 
a particular man.

Joseph HAHTMaN, Etq'., M. P. P., nexl 
responded to the toast. After some prelim- 
inar/'observalions.he said that in regard lo 
Representation by Population, ihe proportion 
they advocated svas so self-evident, lhat i* 
scarcely seemed to require any argument. 
The only point wai, how were liter (o get il 1 
At to this, he would just repeat what had al- 
ready been said, that if they but acted unitedly 
and faithfully by each other, victory must and 
would come. AH Ihe people- of Upper Can- 
ada were in favour of ttie principle, and be- 
sides lhal there were some encouraging signs 
so far as the Legislature was concerned. . Mr. 
Brown had omitted to mention that when the 
vole was taken on his motion for a htw ceosus, 
with a view to the adjustment of representa- 
tion according lo population, 25 Upper Can- 
adian representatives voted for il, and.but 15 
against it. (Cheer*.) Thai showed the pro- 
gress that was being made. In the session 
before last the vote Was not anything like, so 
strong, and last session (be feeling in Parlia- 
ment was no stronger than ft was before, yet 
tbe inclination to act was, and that was incon- 
sequence of the action' of the people out of 
doon. (Cheers,) A week or two ogo a 
Lower Canadian Minister of the Crown made 
a speech, in which he uy:d. this hnguage~ 
" llenresenlfttiori by Population cannot be con* 
ceded; wo intght then Jie' oppressed at ihe 
will of a tyrannical roajority.*' (Hear hear.) 
That was Ihe. language used by a Minister of 
ihe Crown, aid consequent! v by' the GorVrn- 
rnent--(Hear, heer.Jf-for ihe language of one 
.Minister was' held 'to be' the, language of the 
ministry. (Hear, hear.) All ho wanted was 
that a few more speeches like lhat should be 
made, and be ventured lo say lhal the feeling 
lo favour of representation by population wo'ild 
become io 'strong that no Upper Canadian 
would dare to oppose it, or to take sides wiih 
ihe gentleman, who, m'ado Ibat speech. 



speech of Mr'.' Draimnond, then' Attorney 
General, who. cm ibe third reading ;of the Bill 
to malte.lha Upper ^tooie elective, declared 
emphatically lhal i( was the determtnaiton of 
Lower Canada lo resist representation by 
population lo the last grasp, lie did not ob- 
ject to such declarations being made. It wa> 
well io too* what kind of men ihey had io 
deal with, aqd.lhen ibey would know how to 
lay out (heir work, 'fbey would know what 
kind of arlillery they should bring. lo bear, 
whal sorl of shot ihey should use, and where 
lodiniei* IV (Cheers.) L«| but a few more 
speeches like that be made.and the work would 
be done. How careful were those gentlemen 
leit ibey should be trodden upon by; a tyranni- 
cal majority ! So careful orthis were Ihey, 
that tbef were now, to (be utmost of Iheir 
power, doing all ihey. could lo.draio Upper 
Canada of all her resources, anil to render ber. 
if possible, subservient lo Lower- Cans da in all 
lime lo come. (Hear, hear.) Mr. f karlman 
then alluded; lo the. Nor lit Shore Railroad 
scheme,.aad the project connected wilb it of 
peopliojr, the Ottawa territory with an exclu- 
sively Roman Celbotic population for the pur- 
pose of swamping us entirely. He hid no 
douhl lhal was Ihe deliberate intention of the 
present Government, at least of Ihe Roman 
Catholic portion of it, and the other* allowed
